globe in less than nine days, found 
New York at its noisest and 
at

Perched on the cushions of an au- 
tomobile they made a circuit of 
the city which probably was only 
slightly less exciting 
than 
the 


flight'itself. 
There were crowds all along the 
route—how 
many 
hundreds 
of 
thousands no one dared estimate. 
There was the usual cheering, the 
usual sirens, the usual quantities 
of ticker tape and torn newspa- 
pers tossed from the windows of 
the financial district. 
Even before the fliers were out 


of their bads at 9:30 a. m., 
a 
crowd had collected around 
the 


doors of the Ritz-Carlton 
hotel, 


their headquarters. When they fi- 
nally made their appearance in 
the' lobby, remarking that they 
had slept "fine," they were 
ap- 


plauded by a hundred guests. Evnn 
though Gatty and Post were ob- 
viously refreshed by sleep, byclaan 
linen,'shaves and baths, there were 
still traces of weariness in 
their

COMPLETED IN LESS 


THANJINE DAYS 


POST AND CATTY FINISHED 


GLOBE-GIRDLING FLIGHT 


LATE WEDNESDAY

NEW YORK, July 2— (ff)—The 


round-the-world flight record was 
down to less than nine days to- 
day. 


At^6:47 central standards time, 


last night, Wiley Post and Harold 
Gatty brought their plane down 
on Roosevelt Rield, which they left 
at 2:56 a, m., a wek ago last 
Tuesday. In 8 days, 15 hours and 
51 minutes they flew, 15,474 miles 
around the Northern Hemisphere. 
The previous 
record, established 


by the German dirigible Graf Zep- 
pelin two years ago, was 21 days, 
7 hours, 34 minutes. 


Post, pilot, and Gatty, navigator, 


left Edmonton at 4:39 a. m. cen- 
tral standard time yesterday and 
flew 
1,600 miles to Cleveland, stop- 


ping for fuel at 3:15 p. m. 
They 


took off from Cleveland 29 min- 
utes later for their last hop and 
ended an air tour of ten countries 
Canada. 
Newfoundland, 
Ireland, 


England, Holland, 
Germany, Po- 


land, Russia, Japanese possessions, 
Alaska, as well as various Ameri- 
can states. The actual flyinc time 
was 4 days, 10 hours, 8 minutes, 
the average speed per hour 145.8. 


Cheering 
as crowds have not 


cheered at New York flying fields 
since the days of Lindbergh and 
Chamberlain .and Byrd, hundreds 
burst through police lines on the 
arrival at 
Roosevelt 
Field and 


rushed, for the latest heroes. . - 
For the next hour the field was 


the scene of wild disorder.

Ordinary receipts during the fis- 
cal year 1931 totaled $3,317,000,000 
and expenditures $4,220,000,000. Re- 
ceipts were nearly a billion dollars 
smaller than in . 1930, Mills said, 
and expenditures two and a quar- 
ter million greater. 


Of the total deficit. $440,000,000 


represented debt retirement. 
The 


total gross public debt 
outstand- 
ing was increased, the acting sec- 
retary said, by $616,000,000. 
The 


net debt, he pointed out, was in- 
creased but $463,000,000, since the 
general 
fund 


$153.000,000. 


balance 
Increased 


From January to June of 1930, 


Mills pointed out, the tax on 1930 
Incomes showed a drop of 38 per 
cent in corporation payments and 
of 49 per cent in individual pay- 
ments. 
The corporation income 


tax decline during that period was 
$206,000,000 and the Individual col- 
lections drop $330,000,000. 


Mills gave the customs and in- 


ternal revenue receipts as $2,808,- 
000,000. or $818,000,000 less than for 
1930. 
Income tax rcceints were 


under tow billion, about a half 
billion less than in 1930. 
Corpora- 


tion income taxes reached less than 
a billion dollars altogether. 
Customs duties, also affected by 


the depression, dropped off $378,- 
000,000, as compared 
with 
the 


$587,000,000 receipts of Ust year. 
The value of dutiable Imports fell 
off 43 per cent "ir the ten months 
ending Anril. 1931, and 
of non- 


dutiable 35 per cent, as compared 
with the preceding year. 


Declines in both the tobacco and 
stamp taxes were cited and the 


ceipts totaled $569,000,000, or about 
$59,000,000 less than for 1930. Mis- 
cellaneous receipts 
other 
than 


those from internal revenue drop- 
ped off from a half billion dollars 
to 543,000,000. 


The collection declines give only 


one side of the picture. 
On the 


other, expenditures crept, in some 
cases bolted, upward. 
The war 


department took $25,000,000 more, 
Mills pointed out; the department 
of 
agriculture $119,000,000 more, 


chtiefly in additional outlays for 
federal aid, highway construction 
and emergency relief in drought- 
stricken areas; 
additional 
loans 


through the federal farm board 
took $41.000,000 under the --vicul- 
tural marketing act; the depart- 
ment of commerce accounted for 
$7,000,000 and the postal deficien- 
cy ate into the pocketbook for $54,- 
000,000. In addition, there were in- 
creased outlays for loans on vet- 
erns' adjusted service certificates. 


There were some reduced expen- 


ditures, however. 
These includ- 


ed a $20,000,000 cut for the navy, 
due to armament reduction; a de-

in

paid on the public debt and a re- 
duction of $64,000,000 in tax

funds. 
The total gross public debt at

It Is easy to follow the trail to 


Wiley Post, but difficult to un- 
ravel the ingredients which make 
up his personality. Stocky, brown 
eyed, brown-haired 
and 
taciturn, I 
Post has a heritage of several 
generations of southwestern pio- 
neers as well as an Indian strain 
in his blood. 


Not Interested In Farming 


Farming 
never interested him 


much. 
His mother, Mrs. W. F. 
Post, recalls that even when he 
was a small, bare-footed, freckled 
faced youngster, he had an in- 
ordinate 
desire 
to 
tinker 
with 
things. He read adventure stories, 
showed a preference for mechani- 
cal toys, and only once developed 
sufficient enthusiasm for farming 
to indicate he could do It If he 
would. This was when his father 
gave him a small cotton 
patch. 


Wiley took the utmost pains in 


the development of his crop and 
when he had pocketed the profits, 
he found he had enough to set 
out for a school to train automo- 
bile mechanics 
in Kansas City, 


Missouri. 


The Wright 
Brothers' experi- 


ments during the first period of 
aviation 
development 
probably 


were responsible for Wiley's am- 
bition to fly. 
He hard the story 


of 
their experiment1! and 
when 


he should have been hoeing in his 
father's fields he was more likely 
to be whittling out an "airplane" 
model. 
Bom In Texas 


Wiley was born November 22, 


1898 in Van Zandt ocunty, Texas,, 
on an isolated farm, in the region 
where his parents were reared. 
While Wiley and Gatty were de- 
monstrating

This separation betw.en 
fhat may be termed the official- 
dom of religion—the present low 
estate of ecclesiastical 
organiza- 
tions and of professional

"leaders," and the lack of public 
confidence in them—and the com- 
mon concern for the simple essen- 
tials of spiritual experience may 
be regarded as one of the major 
paradoxes of the time. 
Wherever 
voices are uplifted in clear and 
sincere presentation of the tested 
realities of faith, the public list- 
ens, with eager ears. 
Dissatisfac- 


tion with materialism's 
rewards 
seems to have qickened the world's 
instictive thirst for spiritual truth. 
What the Economists Say. 
While many of the salaried na- 
tional and denominational "lead- 
ers" are busying themselves with 
the technique of ecclesiastical ma- 
chinery, and with the jargon of 
a new pseudo-psycholo-v, far re- 
moved from the understanding or 
needs of the public; and while they 
are seeking to conceal their spirit- 
ual sterility by plunging into poli- 
tics; the men of the world, with 
clearer insight, are perceiving and 
stating the new need for the old 
spiritual simplicities. In a recent 
remarkable address to Oklahoma 
business men, Mr. Roger Babc.n 
the economist 
and 
statistician 
made an analysis of the nation's 
spiritual condition. 
In 
this 
he 
quoted two momentous opinions 
from great scientists:— 
"The great electrical era which 
the world is enjoying today is pri-

During the last year of Steinmet's 
life he spent a week at my home 
in Wellesley.

Said he: 'Babson

POULTRY RAISERS 
HAVE OPPORTUNITY 


WITH CHEAP FEEDS 


Poultry raisers of Navarro coun- 


ty have an opportunity 
at this 


time to convert a plentiful feed 
crop and excess milk products into 
a handy cash source, County Agent 
Calvin Pigg pointed out recently. 


With a sufficiency of grains on 
hand at present and a quantity of 
skim milk available, poultry own- 
ers may secure a good laying diet, 
for the fowls with very little ex- 
pense, tho agent pointed out. 


Using only home grown feed*, 
where four or five gallons of skim 
milk are available for each 
100 
hens per day. a laying ration of 
mash and grain feeds is recom- 
mended In addition to the 
grain 
ration. 
The mash should consist 


of about 200 pounds 
of 
finely 


ground wheat, 100 pounds of finely 
ground oats, and 100 pounds of 
corn meal or grain sorghums. The 
grain feed should bo wheat, oats 
or milo. 


Where only about half the above 


quantity of milk Is available for 
the feeding of the poultry, 
the 
mash should be enriched by the 
addition of about 50 pounds of 
meat and bone scrap, which ie 50 
per cent protein. The same grain 
ration accompanies 
tho slightly 
changed ration. 
Where no milk 


is available the ration should be 
enriched by 100 pounds of meat 
and bone scrap. 
With all of the rations annie 
green feeds are necessary, which 
may be clovers, 
cabbage 
or 


sprouted oats, but if these are not 
available, then five per cent alfal- 
fa leaf meal should De added. Salt 
should be added to the mixture in 
the proportion of one pound pur 
100 pounds of feed. 
Oyster shell or 
other 
limes 


should be available all the time.
